NATIONAL DECREASE SEEN 


Children’s Bureau Holds Fears of 
Country-Wide Wave of Youthful 
Crime Are Groundless.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Challenging 
the contention that there are any real 
grounds for any youthful crime-waye 
scare in the United States, the United 
States Children’s Bureau, in a state- 
ment issued today, asserted that avail- 
able figures indicated a _ reduction 
rather than an increase in juvenile de- 
linquency rates during the -past decade. 

The bureau declared that there had 
been no significant increase in the ac- 
tual number of children committed to 
jail for grave offe homicide, rob- 
bery and burglary—between 1910 and 
1923, and: recommended “sane and 
thoughtful consideration of this. prob- 
lem rather than newspaper headlines.’

Decreased juvenile delinquency rates 
at the end of the period as compared 
with the beginning were found in New.

Louls and Washington. The rate in 
Rochester was stationary for the three 
yéaty for which statistics were ob- 
tained, 1922, 1923, 1924. Increased rates 
were found only in — Minne- 
apolis, Philadelphia an e. 

With reference to decreases and in- 
creases the bureau’s statement reads: 

A study indicates for most of the 
cities lower delinquency rates at the 
end of the period than at the beginning, 
with a tendency toward, higher * 
during the war years, 1918 and 1919. 
Slight fluctuations from year to year. 
are to be expected and are not espe- 
cially: significant. 

“For example, in Chicago the rate 
has fluctuated around a lower level 
since 1920 than before. The decrease 
in New York has been quite marked.

BUFFALO, N. X. April 4.—Seated in 
semi-darkness with four other prison- 
ers in a room in Police Headquarters 
here’ this afternoon, Richard Reese 
Whittemore, gang leader and killer, 
was confronted. by nearly fifty wit- 
pesses to the slaying of the two Marine 
Trust’ Company guards during the 
$93,000 payroll. hold-up Jast Oct. 29. 
As one after another the. witnesses 
filed past the four prisoners and point- 
ed out Whittemore as one of the six 
men who had partieipated in the hold- 
up, the slayer displayed not the slight- 
est evidence of on. He sat sullen 
and without apparent interest in the 
proceedings. Once or twice an excited 
comment by some witness who had 
pointed him out caused Whittemore to 
shift his position in his chair; and to 
sneer at‘ his accuser. But he made no 


attempt to ‘speak. 

The identification was carried on 
with great secrecy. -two witnesses 
were notified by the 

headquarters at 2 o'clock: Not all of 
them appeared, but at the appointed 
hour the detectives’ room was cleared 
of every one save Chief of Detectives 
Austin’ J. Roche, a representative of 
the District Attorney’s office and two 
detectives. Then Whittemore and the 
four other prisoners were led from 
their cells to the room and shades were 
drawn on all. the windows. The only 
light in the room came from a smal! 
desk lamp, the rays of which shone 
upon the five men. 


Majority Point Him Out. 


The witnesses were brought in one at 
a time. Many of them failed to iden- 
tify Whittemore. They said that they 
had seen other members of the robber 
band which staged the hold-up, but not 
him. The savage glance of Whitte- 
more caused more than one witness, 
either through fear or nervousness, to 
hesitate before leveling an accusing 
finger at him. The majority pointed 
him out readily enough. 

Sensational testimony, which, the po- 
lice and the District “Attorney have 
to keep secret until it is dis- 
closed on the witness stand, will, the 
County Prosecutor declares, fasten the 
‘double murder on Whittemore and two 
or more of his.pals.

Business is sound.and 1926 should be 
&s prosperous as~1925, according to a 
symposium of opinions collec’ ed from 
industrial and’ retail executives and 
made public yesterday by -Lehman’ 
Brothers, bankers and brokers, of 16 
William Street.- According to these 
views, the recent. stock market de- 
clines do not mean that the present 
cycle ‘of prosperity in the United 
States is over. The United States De- 
partment of Commerce in feply to 
the questionnaire showed no funda- 
mental change in business conditions 
or prospects during March. . 

~"Conservative optimism” will be the 
keynote of business for the rest of the 
year, Lehman Brothers conclude from 
the replies. they” have received.. They 
found sales d the first quarter of 
1926. were grea than the same pe- 
riod last year, and that there was 
confidence for Summer and Fall busi- 
ness, although no.boom was expected. 


Sales Increases Reported. 


Ninety. per cent. of the replies. re- 
ported increases in sales ranging from 
1% to 50 per. cent., and in two. cases 
of 100 and 300: per. cent., ‘whereas all 
declines reported i ‘were small,, the 
Targest being 15 per cent. Business 
men were found to.be holding down 
inventorie: and production. schedules 
for - Summer and Fall trade, many in- 
ventories being reported from 5 to 25 
per cent. less than a year ago. Some 
expressed concern over instalment 
buying, but others reported ‘collections 
Getter today than a year ago, and 
credit conditions good. 

Profit margins in most lines of busi- 
Mess are expected to be about the 
\wame, and advertising appropriations, 
with two exceptions, will equal or. ex- 
ceed 1925, according to the symposium. 
Building construction is expected to 
continue, although “speculative build- 
ing,” the report, says, is believed to 
have run its Lower taxes, 
high wages, new products, and high 
general average of employment were 
other ’ factors .men*ioned . to explain 
confidence.

COMFORT FOR THE CAUCASIAN, 

The futyre of the white race, at least 
for some time to come, is not so dark 
as has been frequently painted. Re- 
assuring data have been submitted to 
the American Association of Anato- 
mists in session at New Haven. The 
evidence does not justify the familiar 
statement that civilization ‘has been 
playing havoc with the, white, man’s 
physical equipment, According to, Dr. | 
BEAN of the University of Virginig, ‘the 
Caucasian, *‘ despite civitization. and its 
limitations,’”’.is physically ahead of the 
yellow and black races, This does not 
mean permanent security. Dr. Bean 
will not say .definitely whether racial 
differences are to be accounted for by 
the fact that the whites have been 
going forward or that the yellow- 
browns and blacks have been going 
back. ‘The Asiatic'peoples claim, and 
are sometimes conceded, a fairly re- 
spectable civilization of their own. If 
they are now going back physically, it 
may be for the reason that they at- 
tained civilization fong before the white 
peoples did and are now showing its 
full effects. Until that point is defi- 
nitely established, however, we are at 
liberty ‘to hope that the European 
climate, the printing press and wire- 
less have not encouraged physical 
degeneracy. - 

In appraising the comparative values 
of the different racial types a general 
average of physical qualities must be 
struck. Ina number of specific traits 


‘the Caucasian would seem to be the 


intermediate type. In respect to nasal 
configuration He is; at one end of the 
scale, with the negro at the other end. 
The same is: asserted for. the” size -of 
his. brain. On the other pand, he 
stands midway between the yellow- 
brown and the black in the type of 
ear, in hair structure and in the length 
of leg relative to the sitting length 
of the body. ‘‘ Many other characters 
‘* like these represent variables of oscil- 
‘** lation in évolution.’’ . Since variables 
and oscillations make up so much. of 
the zest of life as well as of the fruits 
of evolution, it is open to the yellow- 
browns ‘and even to the blacks to 
emphasize the! variables: rather than 
the censtants and: so preserve their 
own self-esteem. After all, the mean- 
ing of leg-length in relation to ‘trunk- 
length depends on whether one wants 
to be sitting still or moving about, 
The yellow-browns of the Orient prob- 
ably feel that a short lower limb, flex- 
ing easily under the body, is admirably 
adapted to a life of contemplation. 

All in all, the white race has reason 
to. be satisfied with the showing it 
would make against its colored broth- 
ers. in a physical competition. The 
real threat to its present complacency 
is the suggestion that the white race 
has been sliding from the standard set 
up by its own racial ancestors in the 
caves, In the interests of Caucasian 
peace of mind it ought to be definitely 
determined whether we have as a mat- 
ter of fact been degenerating fiom 
the high level of the Cro}Magnons, 
If that proves to be true, there are 
anxious days ahead of us res dn thou- 
sand years hence.

The plane itself has been flown 
about 20,000 miles and since then 
has been: entirely reconditioned and 
‘equipped with three new Wright J-4 


200-horsepower —— motors. One 
motor is, set in. the nose of the ship 
and the others are on. each side, mid- 
way between. tp. nose and the pilot's 
cockpit. 

The plane is 49 feet. 2 inches long, 
12 feet 9 inties ‘high; and the single 
wing 63. feet 3 inches -from 
tip to tip. —Two gasoline tanks, . each 
capable of carrying 100°. galions: -of 
gasoline, are set in the centre of the 
wing, and ‘two additional storare tanks, 
each containing 110 gallons of fuel, ard 
cartied in the fuselage of the machine. 
Tests made last week showed that the 


plane’ could be flown with a full load 
at a gasoline consumption of 28 gallons | 
per hour, the cruising ‘speed for that 
period being approximately 100 miles.

Continues, Though Change

BERLIN, April 4.—The first quarter 
of 1926 has ended on the German mar- 
ket in notable contrast to the spirit 
in which the last quarter of 1925 termi- 
nated. A, general atmosphere of con- 
fidence now surrounds financial Ber- 
lin, and although this feeling origi- 
nated mostly from the rise on the 
Boerse, which itself.was due to easier 
money, it has since been encouraged 
by visible improvement - the economic 
situation. 

The half-monthly report on labor con- 
ditions again reveals a decrease in un- 
employment.. The reduction was only 
30,000 and the absolute number of un- 
employed, 2,017,461, is still abnormally 
large, but the fact of reduction in the 
unemployment figures is accepted as 
symptomatic. Bankruptcies also havé

Toward the end of the week the spirit 
of hopefulness was further fortified by 
the more encouraging news from Paris 
and by the consideration in the Amer- 
ican Congress of the plan for restoring 
German seized properties.
